Hearts  &  Hands  Lends  Love  and  Support

On  Thursday,  February  13  and  Friday,  February  14, 
customers  can  make  a  donation  of  any  amount  to  the 
Hearts  &  Hands  group  and  thereby  purchase  their  pick  of 
the  many  decorated  hearts  on  display  at  the  restaurant. 

In  addition,  there  will  be  a  fund  raiser  on 
Valentine's  Day  (Friday,  February  14)  at  the  McDonald's 
Restaurant  on  Route  6  in  Fairhaven.  The  restaurant  will  be 
selling  25-cent  hamburgers  between  4:00  and  8:00  pm,  and 
patrons  can  also  take  the  opportunity  to  purchase  one  of 
the  hearts  created  by  some  of  the  many  children  which 
Hearts  &  Hands  supports  for  $1  each.  All  proceeds  from 
this  event  will  support  the  work  of  the  Hearts  &  Hands 
organization. 

"This  is  our  twentieth  anniversary  at  this  location 
and  we  decided  we  wanted  to  do  something  special  to 
help  out  the  area,"  said  Joe  Winter  ha  Iter,  owner  of  the 
Fairhaven  McDonald's.  "(Hearts  &  Hands)  is  a  small 
organization  ...  that  I  read  about  in  the  newspaper  and  I 
contacted  them  to  offer  our  support.  We're  hoping  people 
will  come  down  (Friday)  and  buy  a  heart,  buy  a  burger, 
and  help  out  a  worthwhile  cause." 

The  area  behind  the  restaurant's  front  counter  is 
decorated  with  several  hearts  announcing  the  special 
fund  raiser  this  weekend  and  also  displaying  the  work  of 
the  children  who  benefit  from  this  selfless  effort.

Febrttary  11, 1996

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday  February  11, 1996  at 
7:00  pm  by.  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot  called  the  meeting  to 
order.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Michele  C.  Bernier  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams.  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta 
was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting. 

At  7:00  pm  the  Board  met  with  Natural  Resource 
Officer  Brian  Nunes  and  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries 
representative  Greg  Sawyer  to  discuss  the  recent  request  to 
reduce  the  digging  depth  for  commercial  quahoging.  Mr.  Nunes 
said  he  had  "no  problem"  changing  the  regulations,  but  said 
state  laws  recommend  biological  surveys  be  conducted  on  the 
areas  before  doing  so.  He  also  said  public  comments  and  a 
public  hearing  would  also  be  useful  to  determine  what  should 
be  done.  The  subject  has  stirred  some  controversy  in  town,  he 
said.

Mr.  Sawyer  said  he  commended  the  two  high  school 
students  for  their  actions  and  he  encouraged  their  involvement.

it  is  difficult  to  enforce  them.  The  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries 
will  assist  the  town  with  the  survey  and  other  technicalities.  The 
two  young  men  said  they  would  like  to  get  started  as  soon  as 
possible.  Both  Mr.  Nunes  and  Mr.  Sawyer  said  they  would  try  to 
get  the  ball  rolling.  They  agreed  to  meet  with  the  Board  in  30 
days  for  an  update.  "Who  knows,  we  might  even  be  done  by 
then,"  said  Mr.  Nunes. 

Incoming  correspondence  for  the  week  included: 

•Natural  Resource  Officer  Nunes  recommended  that 
commercial  quahoging  be  open  from  Rycroft  Point  to 
Mansfield's  Pier.  Inner  Molly's  Cove  should  remain  closed 
because  of  high  tide  density  of  shellfish  seed  in  the  area.  The 
remainder  of  the  town  will  remain  closed  to  all  commercial 
quahoging.  Ms.  Adams  explained  this  was  the  normal  yearly 
procedure.  The  board  unanimously  approved  this  request. 

•Selectmen  also  announced  an  annual  report  cover 
contest.  If  you  are  a  town  resident  artist,  photographer  or  like  to 
dabble  in  paints,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  invite  you  to  participate 
in  a  contest  to  select  a  cover  for  the  next  annual  Town  Report. 
Entry  forms  and  contest  information  may  be  obtained  by 
contacting  Melody  Pacheco  in  the  Selectmen's  office  or  by 
stopping  by  the  town  hall  no  later  than  3:00  pm,  Friday,  March 
14.  There  is  no  age  limit.  The  subject  should  be  town  related. 

•The  Master  Plan  Study  Committee  will  hold  a 
meeting  on  Monday,  February  24  at  7:00  pm  in  room  203  of  the 
Town  Hall.  The  Open  Space  Committee  is  also  holding  a 
meeting  at  this  time  in  another  room  in  the  Town  Hall. 

•Mary  Edmiston,  Director  of  the  YMCA  Youth  and 
Family  Center  submitted  a  letter  commending  the  Fire 
Department,  Police  Department  and  the  Old  Rochester  Regional 
School  Department  during  a  recent  fire  at  the  camp.  "All  of  the 
employees  were  genuinely  concerned  for  our  welfare  and  acted 
as  true  neighbors.  The  YMCA  salutes  them  all!" 

•Robert  Atkinson,  Library  Trustee,  submitted  a  letter  to 
the  Board  with  regard  to  trim  painting  at  the  library.  Ms.  Adams 
noted  she  has  contacted  someone  from  the  Plymouth  County 
Prison  to  discuss  this  request.  They  will  consider  this  request 
along  with  others  from  several  other  towns. 

•John  Folino  also  sent  a  letter  about  the  Industrial 
Drive  and  North  Street  entrance  to  the  Corporate  Park.  "I  did 
discuss  some  time  ago  the  problem  associated  with  tractor 
trailer  trucks  when  leaving  Industrial  Drive  and  making  a  right 
turn  to  Route  195.  This  problem  has  been  exacerbated  by  the  fact 
that  these  rigs  now  are  up  to  53'  long  and  many  more  of  them

The  Dexter  Beach  Improvement  Association  next  sent  a 
letter  to  the  board  regarding  the  marking  of  all  streets  as  per 
state  law  for  Emergency-911  identification.

State  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  next  sent  a  copy  of  the  bill 
he's  filed  (S.  1153)  to  establish  distinctive  registration  (license) 
plates  for  the  area,  with  proceeds  to  go  toward  coastal 
management  or  environmental  purposes  in  the  town  where  the 
vehicle  is  registered.  This  so-called  "coastal  community"  license 
plate  would  be  akin  to  the  whaling  license  plate  in  New 
Bedford. 

The  board  received  notification  of  a  meeting  sponsored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
(DEP)  regarding  the  proposed  revisions  to  the  Department 
Approved  Recycling  Programs  (DARP).  The  meeting  will  be 
held  on  Wednesday,  February  12  from  10:00  am  to  1:00  pm  in 
Boston.  Mr.  Pickles  noted  that  the  state  is  tightening  up  their 
regulations  on  recycling  and  added  that  communities 
throughout  the  state  are  experiencing  a  five-year  low  in  terms  of 
collecting  recyclables. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  New  Bedford  City 
Councillor  David  Alves,  who  is  also  the  Municipal  Government 
Representative  for  the  United  Way  of  Greater  New  Bedford.  Mr. 
Alves  came  before  the  board  to  seek  Marion's  support  in 
soliciting  contributions  from  town  employees  for  the  United 
Way  and  its  many  programs.  According  to  Mr.  Alves,  he  was 
"surprised"  when  he  learned  that  Marion  had  not  participated 
in  last  year's  fund  raising  campaign. 

"The  United  Way  represents  31  different  agencies  but  it 
also  provides  support  to  many  programs  in  the  immediate 
area,"  Mr.  Alves  said.  "There  were  914  families  in  Marion  who 
were  served  by  the  United  Way  last  year."

the  company  will  order  the  equipment  and  installation  should 
be  completed  by  June.  "Ultraviolet  disinfectant  is  the  desired 
method  of  cleaning  effluent,"  he  said.  "We've  also  given 
permission  to  the  golf  course  developers  in  Mattapoisett  to 
contact  CDM  Engineering  regarding  the  use  of  (Marion's) 
effluent  to  irrigate  the  golf  course.  This  is  an  acceptable  ground 
treatment  application  ...  which  will  also  allow  us  to  reduce  our 
detention  time  (in  the  lagoons)." 

"This  (method)  will  also  greatly  improve  the  quality  of 
discharge  into  Aucoot  Cove,"  Selectman  Winters  said. 

The  board  unanimously  voted  to  sign  and  approve  the 
contract  with  Nuwather,  Inc.,  and  also  unanimously  voted  to 
sign  and  approve  a  contract  with  Araco  Sewer  and  Drain,  Inc.  of 
South  Easton,  Massachusetts  to  conduct  an  infiltration  removal 
and  repair  of  the  sewer  system  through  the  center  area  of  town. 

Mr.  Pickles  said  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Hill,  who  own 
property  immediately  south  of  the  Point  Road  School  Memorial 
Playground,  contacted  him  again  since  last  week's  meeting  and 
have  said  they  want  to  sell  the  pie-shaped  parcel  to  the  town. 
The  parcel  in  question  —  which  has  been  identified  by  the  Open 
Space  Committee  as  an  opportune  way  to  expand  the 
playground  —  has  been  assessed  at  $44,200.  Mr.  Pickles  wanted 
to  know  the  board's  intentions  regarding  the  property.  The 
Selectmen  agreed  it  would  be  in  the  town's  best  interest  to 
purchase  the  parcel,  and  advised  that  an  article  should  be  placed 
on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  allocate  funding  for 
this  purpose. 

Selectman  Winters  noted  that  he  received  a  letter  from 
Continental  Cablevision  advising  that  Marion  cable  subscribers 
will  be  receiving  a  one-time  credit  for  $3.11  in  their  March  bills. 
Mr.  Winters  said  the  difference  is  to  make  up  for  an  original 
estimate  the  company  calculated  which  was  a  big  higher  than 
the  actual  cost.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  February  3  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Richard  D.  Cutler,  Selectman  William  D. 
Chamberlain,  and  Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  February  3 
meeting,  the  board  discussed  Old  Business  and  New 
Business  for  the  week.  Selectman  Cutler  said  he  attended 
the  Annual  Herring  Meeting,  which  he  called  a 
"harmonious"  one.  Local  Herring  Inspectors  are  taking 
steps  with  the  state  to  transfer  about  5,000  herring  from 
Snipatuit  Pond  to  Leonard  Pond.  "It's  nice  to  see 
everyone  in  agreement,"  Selectman  Cutler  said.  Herring 
Inspector  David  Watling  Jr.  and  Town  Accountant 
Claudette  Coutu  were  also  asked  to  decipher  multiple 
accounts  from  the  state  for  the  herring  and  come  up  with 
an  article  to  combine  the  funds.  The  town  is  also 
considering  hiring  two  deputies  to  assist  with 
enforcement  issues. 

Selectman  Chamberlain  discussed  his  research  on 
different  options  for  Route  105  in  Rochester.  State 
Highway  representatives  said  reconstructing  the  road  is 
more  feasible  than  taking  it  off  the  hands  of  the  town. 
"Reconstructing  is  a  better  possibility  than  the  state  taking 
back  the  section,"  he  explained.  While  the  state  is  willing 
to  pay  for  the  reconstruction,  they  do  not  pay  for

engineering  fees,  he  said.  The  project  would  be  handled 
separately  from  Chapter  90  funds.  Selectman 
Chamberlain  explained  the  state  probably  wants  to  give 
away  more  roads  to  towns  to  maintain  because  of  the 
shrinking  maintenance  budget. 

Bids  were  also  received  to  upgrade  the  overhead 
lights  in  the  entire  Town  Hall.  The  Selectmen  voted  for  the 
lowest  bidder  to  proceed  with  the  job  as  well  as  look  into 
infrastructure  upgrading  for  safety  concerns.  While  doing 
preliminary  inspection  of  the  lights,  it  was  noted  that 
there  are  some  wiring  concerns  that  need  to  be  addressed. 
"It  will  be  cost-effective  to  do  both  at  once,"  said 
Selectman  Chamberlain. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  once  again  with  Ken

Foley  of  Pond  View  Excavating  Company.  After  waiting 
for  Edward  Zyskowski  to  show  up  for  the  meeting,  the 
board  had  no  choice  but  to  continue  without  him.  Mr. 
Foley  asked  the  board  to  allow  him  on  the  property  on 
Pine  Street  to  clean  up  the  site  he  was  working  on  until  a 
cease  and  desist  order  was  placed  on  Mr.  Zyskowski's 
Earth  Removal  Permit  when  he  neglected  to  pay  his 
property  taxes.  Mr.  Zyskowski  has  complained  that  Pond 
View  did  not  fulfill  their  contract  with  him.  Mr.  Foley  also 
asked  the  board  to  come  up  with  a  list  of  what  needs  to  be 
done  on  the  property  and  he  would  be  more  than  happy 
to  fix  them. 

Selectman  Cutler  explained  their  main  concern  is 
getting  the  property  fixed.  Selectman  Chamberlain  said 
that  since  Mr.  Zyskowski  had  a  dispute  with  Mr.  Foley,  he 
may  want  someone  else  to  clean  up  the  property.  "Our 
hands  are  tied,"  said  Chairman  Hawkes.  The  board  made 
a  motion  to  get  permission  from  Mr.  Zyskowski  to  let  Mr. 
Foley  back  on  the  property  to  take  "corrective  measures." 
The  board  unanimously  approved  this  motion  and  will 
send  a  certified  letter  to  assure  Mr.  Zyskowski  responds. 

The  board  also  discussed  the  Dexter  Lane  Project 
with  the  Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  who  said  they 
needed  to  know  more  about  the  project.  FinCom 
Chairman  Patricia  Ryan  said  her  committee  hasn't  met 
with  the  Park  Commissioners  yet  and  is  uncertain  how 
the  grant  works.  Mr.  Dean  explained  they  need  to  look 
into  the  language  of  the  grant  to  review  the  technicalities. 
The  language  on  the  grant  says  the  full  amount  of 
$135,000  needs  to  be  appropriated,  not  raised  Mr.  Dean 
said.  The  town  will  be  reimbursed  $50,000  from  a  state 
grant  which  the  Conservation  Agent  obtained. 

Ms.  Ryan  explained  a  similar  situation  had 
occurred  in  the  past  with  the  Rochester  Memorial  School. 
"We  authorized  spending  of  the  full  amount,  but  only 
raised  our  portion,"  she  explained.  "This  is  something  the 
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Complete  Auto  Body 
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voters  at  Town  Meeting  need  to  decide.  The  problem  is: 
does  the  town  want  to  begin  to  spend  money  to  do  this? 
We  need  education  ...  what  do  we  get  for  $135,000?  I  have 
no  idea  what  this  is  going  to  buy." 

Selectman  Cutler  explained  once  the  land  study 
was  completed  they  would  have  a  better  idea.  "Bill 
(Towers)  says  the  study  is  almost  done,"  he  said.  "Then 
we  can  figure  it  out."  He  agreed  that  he  wants  the  project 
to  go  forward  but  also  wanted  to  see  a  more  detailed  plan. 

"Voters  have  to  know  it's  an  on-going  process  and 
it  could  cost  more  (in  the  long  run),"  Ms.  Ryan  said. 
Selectman  Cutler  agreed  once  the  study  is  done  it  will  be 
easier  to  make  a  commitment.  When  asked  if  money  was 
available  for  the  project,  Ms.  Ryan  said  the  town's 
certified  Free  Cash  figure  is  $663,774.  "How  the  Free  Cash 
is  used  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  taxpayers,"  she  said.  "I 
haven't  seen  other  articles."  Prioritizing  is  important  since 
the  Free  Cash  figure  has  decreased  from  last  year's 
figures,  she  added. 

The  money  for  the  grant  has  to  be  approved  by 
June  1,  which  means  a  Special  Town  Meeting  has  to  be 
held  shortly.  Ms.  Ryan  said  she  wants  to  see  the  plans.  "I 
couldn't  ask  (the  FinCom)  to  support  something  we've 
never  seen,"  she  said.  "I'm  not  saying  I'm  not  supporting 
something  pending  seeing  something.  No  one  is  opposed 
to  recreation."  A  meeting  will  be  scheduled  with  the 
FinCom  and  the  Park  Commissioners  once  the  land  plans 
are  completed.  The  board  agreed  the  town  residents 
should  also  be  educated  about  the  project. 

The  board  also  received  a  request  from  Scott 
Muller  of  Pierce  Street  to  serve  on  the  Mary's  Pond  Beach 
Committee.  The  board  will  place  his  request  on  file,  along 
with  two  other  residents  who  have  expressed  interest  in 
serving  on  the  committee.  The  board  asked  that  all  other 
town  residents  who  are  interested  in  serving  on  the

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  request  from  the  American  Legion  to 
license  a  pinball  machine  in  their  headquarters  on  Hope 
Street.

At  6:30  pm  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  enter 
into  Executive  Session  with  Emergency  Medical  Services 
(EMS)  Director  Adrienne  Rivet  to  discuss  a  personnel 
matter. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  reconvened  in  Open  Session 
to  meet  with  the  Board  of  Health  (BOH)  regarding  their 
requested  withdrawal  from  the  Acushnet/Marion/ 
Rochester  Regional  Health  District.  Chairman  Hardy  said 
the  BOH  wanted  to  "set  the  record  straight"  about  their 
motives  for  breaking  from  the  district. 

"This  isn't  (the  Acushnet  Board  of  Health's)  sole 
decision  to  withdraw  from  the  district,"  said  BOH 
Chairman  Gerald  Toussaint.  "It's  a  mutual  agreement 
between  all  three  towns.  We  feel  it's  in  the  best  interest  of 
Acushnet ...  we  don't  have  enough  time  with  the  Health 
Agent  and  we  feel  we're  better  off  withdrawing  and  going 
with  (our  own)  Health  Agent." 

Selectman  St.  Jean  added  that  he  spoke  with  State 
Senator  Mark  Montigny  and  State  Representative  William 
Straus  and  both  were  supportive  of  Acushnet's 
withdrawal  from  the  district. 

"The  district  has  worked  out  very  well  for  the 
three  towns,"  said  BOH  member  Robert  Medeiros.  "We 
never  had  any  battles  with  anyone  ...  we  simply  intend  to 
get  a  full-time  Health  Agent  for  Acushnet." 

With  that,  the  Selectmen  unanimously  voted  to 
support  the  Board  of  Health's  efforts  to  withdraw  from 
the  Acushnet/Marion/Rochester  Regional  Health 
District.  An  article  will  appear  on  the  Annual  Town

Meeting  warrant  to  effect  this  change. 

Chairman  Hardy  next  wanted  to  clear  up  an  issue 
which  recently  appeared  in  the  press  about  the  removal 
and  cutting  down  of  trees  at  the  60  Middle  Road  property 
which  will  be  used  as  a  future  site  of  the  town's  new  EMS 
Facility.  "We  plan  to  replace  the  trees  that  were  cut 
down,"  he  said.  "The  Beautification  Committee  will  be 
selecting  trees  to  replant  which  won't  grow  too  high  (and 
interfere  with  the  utility  wires)." 

Selectman  Koczera  added  that  an  article  will  be 
placed  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  allocate 
funding  to  replant  trees  in  town.  "It  has  always  been  this 
board's  intent  to  replace  the  trees  in  town  which  have 
been  cut  down,"  he  said. 

At  7:45  pm  the  board  met  with  Town  Clerk 
Richard  Threlfall  to  discuss  having  businesses  in  town 
register  Business  Certificates  as  per  state  law.  Last  week, 
Mr.  Threlfall  informed  the  board  of  this  requirement,  and 
the  board  wanted  the  matter  clarified  before  endorsing  it. 

"There  is  a  law  on  the  books  which  requires 
businesses  to  register  in  town,"  Mr.  Threlfall  said,

Section  5.  "I  called  (the  State  House)  and  was  told  there 
are  no  exceptions.  The  law  is  in  place  and  it  should  be 
enforced." 

Under  the  law,  businesses  in  Acushnet  would 
have  to  file  for  a  Business  Certificate  at  a  cost  of  $20  for  a 
four-year  period.  Violators  of  this  law  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $300  for  each  month  of 
violation.  "The  purpose  of  this  law  is  to  protect  the 
consumer  ...  so  they  don't  get  ripped  off,"  Mr.  Threlfall 
said.  "We  should  have  a  name  and  address  on  file  for 
every  business  operating  in  town."  Mr.  Threlfall  added 
that  enforcement  of  the  law  would  probably  fall  under  the 
Building  Commissioner's  jurisdiction,  since  all  new 
businesses  are  required  to  meet  his  initial  approval.  The 
board  unanimously  voted  to  endorse  enforcement  of  the 
law. 

At  8:00  pm  the  board  opened  a  hearing  upon  a 
request  from  Richard  Elgar,  owner  of  the  Hen  House 
Family  Restaurant,  to  extend  his  hours  of  operation  until 
1:00  am  every  night.  This  session  was  a  continuation  of 
the  initial  hearing,  and  the  board  wanted  to  consult  the 
Board  of  Appeals  records  regarding  Mr.  Elgar 's  initial 
operating  hours.  "We've  checked  into  the  (Board  of 
Appeals)  minutes,  and  we  didn't  find  any  reference  to 
specific  hours,"  Chairman  Hardy  said.  "Town  Counsel 
has  advised  us  that  if  the  Board  of  Appeals  did  not  set 
specific  hours,  then  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (as  licensing 
authority)  will  set  (Mr.  Elgar's)  hours." 

Mr.  Elgar  wanted  an  extension  of  his  current

operating  hours,  which  are:  Sunday  through  Thursday, 
11:00  am  to  11:00  pm;  Friday  and  Saturday,  11:00  am  to 
12:00  midnight.  He  wanted  to  be  allowed  to  stay  open 
until  1:00  am  every  night  so  that  he  could  serve  food  to 
"late  night"  customers. 

"I've  tried  to  address  any  problems  which  have 
come  up  and  I've  tried  to  keep  everything  as  requested," 
Mr.  Elgar  said.  "I  went  one  year  without  any  problems  (at 
my  restaurant)  and  I've  proved  that  I  could  do  it.  Now,  all 
I  want  is  to  be  treated  like  everyone  else  in  town  ...  that's 
all  I  want." 

But  Hector  Roy,  an  immediate  abutter  to  the  Hen 
House  Restaurant,  expressed  his  concern  over  many 
incidents  and  disturbances  which  have  occurred  at  the 
establishment  —  some  of  which  did  not  require  police 
attention.  As  such,  he  felt  the  board  should  keep  Mr. 
Elgar's  operating  hours  as-is.  "The  business  was  initially 
established  as  a  family  restaurant  in  a  residential  zone," 
he  said.  "If  you  extend  (his  hours),  I  think  it  will  create 
more  problems." 

Mr.  Elgar  said  that  there  haven't  been  any  major

problems  at  the  Hen  House  within  the  last  year,  and  there 
was  one  recent  incident  which  he  handled  without  calling 
the  police.  "Anytime  Mr.  Roy  has  a  problem,  he  can  call 
me,"  Mr.  Elgar  said.  "I'll  do  whatever  is  necessary  to 
correct  it." 

Rene  Racine,  another  resident  who  lives  near  the 
Hen  House,  said  he  agreed  the  hours  should  remain  the 
same.  "If  (Mr.  Elgar)  hasn't  made  his  money  by  midnight, 
he's  not  going  to  in  the  last  hour,"  he  said.  "Whatever  (the 
Selectmen)  decide,  they  should  be  considerate  of  the 
(restaurant's)  closest  neighbors." 

Selectman  Koczera  then  moved  that  the  board 
maintain  the  same  operating  hours  for  the  Hen  House 
Restaurant  and  not  grant  the  extension  of  hours  as 
requested.  He  added  that  they  will  review  this  decision  in 
six  months'  time  and  possibly  reconsider  the  extension. 
The  board  unanimously  passed  the  motion.  Mr.  Elgar 
wanted  to  know  why  the  board  denied  his  request. 

"My  reason  is  that  your  establishment  is  in  a 
residential  area,"  Selectman  St.  Jean  said.  "I  can't  see  the 
validity  of  allowing  a  family  restaurant  to  stay  open  that 
late." 

"In  the  past,  you  have  demonstrated  that  you 
were  unable  to  control  the  kind  of  customer  you  draw," 
Selectman  Koczera  added.  "I'd  be  willing  to  review  the 
case  six  months  from  now,  and  see  if  things  go  well.  We 
didn't  take  your  license  away  because  you  were  good.  We 
did  it  because  things  were  out  of  control." 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  consider,  the 
board  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at 
8:35  pm.  The  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board 
of  Selectmen  will  be  held  on  Monday,  February  24  at  6:00 
pm.

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Dante's  disastrous 
plotline  peaks  with 
comical  eruption

■  Dante's  Peak.  Starring  Pierce  Brosnan  and  Linda 
Hamilton.  Directed  by  Roger  Donaldson.  Running 
time:  112  minutes.  MP  A  A  rating:  PG-13.  At  Cinema 
8  in  New  Bedford. 

Dante's  Peak  is  great  fun,  but  for  all  the  wrong 
reasons.  Here  is  a  movie  that  cries  out  for  the  Mystery 
Science  Theater  3000  treatment,  with  the  guy  and  the 
two  robots  sitting  in  the  corner  of  the  frame  and 
keeping  up  a  steady  stream  of  sarcasm.  The  best  part  is 
that  Universal  spent  $115  million  on  what  they're 
marketing  as  a  scary  disaster  movie.  Afraid  not.  Once 
it  gets  going  (and  it  takes  a  good  hour),  Dante's  Peak 
has  more  belly-laughs  per  minute  than  The  Nutty 
Professor. 

The  movie  begins  seriously  enough.  Intrepid 
geologist  Harry  Dalton  (Pierce  Brosnan)  and  his 
sweetheart  are  driving  away  from  an  erupting  volcano. 
A  smoldering  chunk  of  rock  slices  through  the  cab  roof 
—  thwack!  —  and  the  girlfriend  will  never  need  a  hat 
again.  Cut  to  four  years  later.  Harry  is  now  a 
workaholic  trying  to  forget  his  grief;  you  can  tell 
because  he  spends  his  spare  time  doing  really  intense 
push-ups. 

Harry  is  summoned  to  investigate  a  possibly 
cranky  volcano  near  the  thriving  town  Dante's  Peak, 
which  is  declared  "the  second  best  place  to  live  in 
America."  (Why  not  the  first  best?  Oh,  I  don't  know  — 
maybe  the  dormant-volcano  thing.)  The  mayor  (Linda 
Hamilton),  a  divorcee  who  seems  to  have  adopted  the 
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kids  from  Jurassic  Park,  makes  goo-goo  eyes  at  Harry 
while  he's  trying  to  explain  that  Dante's  Peak  may 
soon  become  the  second  best  place  to  find  crispy 
corpses  in  America. 

Volcanology  must  be  tedious  work  —  all  that 
waiting  around  for  the  thing  to  blow  —  and  I  admire 
the  integrity  of  director  Roger  Donaldson  and  writer 
Leslie  Bohem,  who  keep  Dante's  Peak  defiantly  boring 
for  at  least  an  hour.  Just  when  we're  starting  to  feel  like 
geologists  watching  rocks  erode,  the  thing  finally 
blows.  Boy,  does  it  blow.  The  volcanic  effects, 
particularly  a  highway  crumbling  and  cars  falling  like 
loose  change,  do  manage  to  be  fairly  frightening.  But 
then  the  movie  accidentally  takes  a  sharp  detour  into 
comedy,  never  to  return. 

Up  to  this  point,  Dante's  Peak  has  been  a  pale 
Xerox  of  jaws  (the  town  officials  don't  want  to  scare 
away  tourists  and  investors)  and  Twister  (Harry  has  a 
team  of  volcano-chasers).  But  this  movie,  rather 
bravely  I  thought,  declines  to  offer  a  plot  motor  like 
"Kill  the  shark"  or  "Get  the  balls  into  the  tornado." 
What  we  get  instead  is  Grandma  and  Ruffy  the  dog. 

I'll  try  to  explain.  The  little  kids'  stubborn 
grandmother  (Hamilton's  "ex-mother-in-law")  refuses 
to  believe  that  the  volcano  is  dangerous.  Even  when 
volcanic  ash  blackens  the  sky,  she  won't  leave  her 
mountainside  cabin.  So  our  heroes  go  through  Dante's 
inferno  to  rescue  this  moron  and  her  dog. 

I  won't  reveal  much  more;  I  don't  want  to  give 
away  all  the  jokes.  But  the  scene  set  in  a  boat  in  an  acid 
lake  is  a  comic  masterpiece,  ending  in  the  funniest 
unintentional  sight  gag  (involving  poor  Grandma,  who 
apparently  refuses  to  believe  that  acid  is  dangerous) 
I've  seen  in  years.  Not  to  mention  Harry's  heartfelt, 
hilarious  promise  to  take  the  kids  deep-sea  fishing 
when  all  this  is  over. 

Dante's  Peak  is  a  truly  special  movie.  I  can't 
recommend  it,  but  it  has  my  undying  affection.
